SECTION 8. Grant applications, expenditures of grant funds, and all other aspects of the 
grant process described in this section shall be carried out in adherence to City-wide policies and 
procedures established and administered by the Office of Budget and Management in 
consultation with the Department of Finance, pursuant to the Mayor’s direction, and shall further 
be subject to the limitations of this section. These mandatory policies and procedures shall 
govern all city grants, including those authorized under any municipal code provision or 
uncodified ordinance. 

Subject to such policies and procedures, the Mayor and the heads of the various 
departments and agencies of the City Government are authorized to apply for grants from 
govermnental and private grantors.
